Weary rescue workers digging 
through tons of rain-drenched 
clay early today lifted the bod- 
les of the three little Gurnsey 
sisters from the bottom of an 
abandoned quarry. 

Disappearance of the girls, 
Nancy, 10 years old; Ruthie, 9, 
and Theresa, 8, on Wednesday 
afternoon had touched off an 
intensive search in this com- 
munity of 12,000 in the Rock 
river valley in north central 
Illinois, 

More than 100 workmen, 
using bulldozers, steam shovels 
and spades, found the bodies 
shortly before 2 a.m., some 35 
feet below the rim of the pit. 

Finding of the bodies ended 
nine hours of intensive digging 
through clay, almost glue-like 
from one and one-half inches of 
rain which had fallen through- 
out the afternoon and evening.

EXPLOSIVE LOAD 


MERIDIAN, Miss., Aug. 24 
(AP)—An Air Force transport 
plane was forced to drop 17 
cases of explosives near here 
today when it developed engine 


trouble and had to make a 
forced landing. 

The plane, a two-engine C- 
119, was en route from Cali- 
fornia to Seymour Jackson Air 
Fotce Base, N.C. 

Maj. Earl Helms, the pilot, 
said the craft was overloaded 
and that crew members dropped 
the explosives to lighten the 
strain so a landing could be 
made at Key Air Force Base 
here. 

Several cases of rockets and 
two 1000-pound bombs were 
among the cargo jettisoned. 
Helms said the bombs were not 
equipped with warheads, but 
cautioned that anyone finding 
the boxes of rockets should 
handle them with care. 

He said the explosives were 
not detonated when they landed 
in an area north and west of 
here.

DENVER, Aug. 24 (AP)—The 
United States Tenth Circuit 
Court of Appeals reversed yes- 
terday the convictions of seven 
alleged Communists and or- 
dered new trials for them. 

The reversal was based on a 
lower court error in allowing 
a charge of conspiracy to or- 
ganize the Communist party to 
go to the jury for decision. 

The circuit court said that 
since a Supreme Court decision 
last June it is accepted law that 
the word “organize” in the 
Smith Act refers to the adop- 
tion of the Communist party 
constitution in 1945.
